House, especially the

tions, public and otherwise, require a 
large amount of preparation in order 
that they may pass off in a decorous 
manner, and without a hitch. 
This 


arrangement will be entirely in 
the 


hands of Colonel Symons, who must 
see to the decorations of the rooms 
to be used, must arrange music for 
the occasion, and the program 
of 


airs that will best suit the guests to 
be entertained—in 
fact, he will in 


every way take from the 
shoulders 


of the president and "first 
lady of 


the land" the entire 
responsibility,
